" FURTHER ATTEMPT TO‘ 
BE MADE. 


'' ‘Les Angeles, July 10. 

Lieut. Harold - Bromley and 
.| Harold Gatty will take off from 
here to-morrow morning «for 
Tacoma, Wash, in the secretly- 
constructed Emsco monoplane, 
City of Tacoma, in which’ they 
hope to be the first ‘to make the 
'4,778-mile hop across the ‘Pacific 
from. Tacoma to Tokyo. non-stop 
by .air, Forty-five. hours” have 

been scheduled for the filght. 
The eraft is the fourth built for 
Bromley in two years. Three 
other planes of a different make 
crashed, one with Bromley at the 
controls at Tacoma, in July, 1929; 
another on‘a test flight here two 


months later, and. the, third, at]. 


Muroe Dry, Lake two months ago.

Plans on the other three ships 
called for his.making the daring 
trip, alone, but the new City of 
Tacoma is built with dual con- 
trols and Gatty will go as co-pilot, 
navigator and radio operator. The 
latter is,an Australian, twenty- 


‘seven years of age, who has de- 


yeloped the Weems system of 
aerial navigation. and instructed 
Bromley when the pilot .was make 
ing preparations for a solo cross- 
ing. 


Flight tests on the giant, high- 
winged monoplane, powered by a 
425-horsepower wasp motor, were 
made early this week. It .was 
built especially for the flight. 


Tanks ‘for 1.020 gallons of 
gasoline are. built into the sixty- 
foot-long wing and the fuselage. 
The piloting compartment is at the, 
nose, with two seta cf wheel and 
rudder controls side by side. 


Great Circle Route. 


Gatty will be in charge of navi+ 
gation and radio. The plane will 
follow the great circle route, just

}from Tacoma to the Orient, He 
will operate the short-wave send- 
ing and receiving’ radio set to 
check the flyers’ position’ with 
boats, and keep radio. stations in- 
formed of the plane’s progress. 


The new craft can cruise at 115 
miles an hour, and although the’ 
flyers expect to encounter average 
head winds of fifteen miles an 
hour all the way across, they are 
certain they will have enough, fuel 
ta get them to’ Tokyo and 1,000 
miles beyond. ‘Plane, ° fuel and 
will weigh © approximately 
10,000 pouniis at the take-off. The 
craft weighs 4,000 pounds empty. 


In case of a forced water-land- 
ing, the flyers are equipped with 


a rubber lifeboat which will sup-|.

At six. o'clock His Excellency 
the Governor and Mme, Tamagnini 
Barbosa set out from Macao, ac 
companied by several visitors, 
At the landing stage at Taipa a 
rousing welcome awaited them, 
and the several armed guard junks 
of the fishing fleets fired salvoes 
from their quaint muzzle-loading 
cannon.
